Marty wrote: 


>Hue, I believe someone once opined Andrea (of FADA fame) built it in Mass. 
>& there are folks living that worked in the factory. 


Some of this lore may have originated with me. 

I was told second-hand about a guy who used to work for GTE in Waltham, 
Mass., and that RS-6's were built there. I called GTE and they confirmed 
that secret military stuff was made at the Waltham plant in the 50's 

and 60's, but they couldn't confirm the RS-6 specifically. 


>The "multi-part design" smacked of the RS-1 & an earlier German spy thing 
>& the final version - the GRC106. This according to popular lore. 


The RS-6 more than "smacks" of the RS-1 - in my opinion, it is a 
miniaturized re-design of the RS-1. An exerpt from my write-up on the 
subject: 


Some say that SAC was the original user of the RS-6, and that the 
CIA adopted it from SAC. However, this doesn't explain the "CIA 
features" of the radio. My theory is that the RS-6 was a 
CIA-contracted follow-on to the RS-1, and that SAC somehow got 
involved, either at the same time or later. These are some of 
the "CIA features" of the RS-6: 
- The RS-n nomenclature that matches the RS-1: both sets include 
RR-n, RT-n, and RP-n units. 
- The 'sterile' markings and manuals for both sets: no 
manufacturers, no dates, no military-style numberings, etc. 
- The many design similarities between the RS-1 and RS-6. 
True, many of these features can be found on other radios, 
but I feel that the xcombinationx of these features is too 
much to be a coincidence: 


- The AC power cords/plugs are an interesting design, and are 
xidenticalx on both sets. Obviously the same design spec 
was used, and probably the same contractor. 

- Both power supplies feature a switch for selecting the AC 
input voltage, and a method for determining the correct 
setting (meter and neon lamp). There are several voltage 
selections, not just two or three settings. 

- Both receivers use a constantly-running BFO oscillator, 
which is rectified by a diode to provide grid bias. When 
the BFO is "off", the oscillator is running at a higher 
frequency, to make the beat note inaudible. 

- Both receivers control the gain via a pot and the negative 
bias from the BFO, to control the RF and IF gain - there 
is no gain control on the audio stage. 

- Both transmitters have one oscillator tube driving a 2E26. 
The designs of the two transmitters are extremely similar. 

- Both transmitters use two neon lamps for tuning, plus a #47 

bulb as an antenna current indicator. 


>TM for the things is devoid of dates & contract numbers. 


The TM is not really a TM - it's not a military publication. Rather, it 
is a typical CIA manual - no indication of who published it, when, or why. 
However, there is also a SAC-marked version of the manual, but I 

haven't seen it. 


I've been thru 3 RR6s & believe they're all dead now. Cathode tap 

on BFO ‘greens with age' & falls off. This ends RF to a 1N34 that 

makes neg. bias for RX & it blocks. I've saved the coils by 

soldering a strand of #38 to the remaining nub & back it comes. 

YA KNOW THE 1N34 CAME OUT ~1952 SO THAT MAY DATE ‘EM! The cute 

neg. bias deal in the RR6 is very non-hamish & that's why most "stay dead." 


VV VV VV 


I've got two RR-6's that work fine, with no repairs. A number of other 
folks have working ones, too.

This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio... 


The list culture has developed to include "for sale" and "wanted" 
posts. Originally, all buying and selling traffic was focused on 
finding parts to complete a restoration. As the list has evolved, 
there has been an increase in buying and selling activity, which 
may not be all bad. 


There is, however, a real need to observe certain conventions, lest

A 400-watt power source drives it all from Hawaii.

miles -- the original equipment installed by AT&T 
has never failed -- help keep the information from 
decaying before it reaches land. 


The project was financed in part by a $2.4 million 
National Science Foundation grant. But getting hold 
of the old transoceanic cable was the real key. 


It was all but worthless in the modern phone 

system, capable of handling only 138 phone calls at 

a time, a tiny fraction of the capacity on new digital 
circuits. But it was more than adequate as a 1,000- 
mile extension cord to the middle of the Pacific.

I am sure that this post will generate a number of disparate opinions. 


One must realize that as a rule any modern resistors and capacitors will be 
of a quality (in terms of performance, reliability and lifetime) equal or 
superior to components used 50 years ago. Of course there will be 
exceptions, but in general we are talking beeswax or (shudder) Black Beauty 
caps and composition resistors. My general philosophy is to use what's in 
the drawers in my parts cabinet, which could be from most any source. 
Mindful of Hank's informative post, in many cases the rock solid bypassing 
and ultra low leakage of modern components can and does lead to problems 
that were not found in the original design, e.g., parasitic oscillations. 


So IMHO, even the worst of the modern fare is probably too good, and you 
may have to compensate a bit. I must profess complete puzzlement with 
concern over which components are "better", especially given the level of 
involvement shown by the Golden-Ear crowd (NOT a criticism of the present 
inquiry ;)).

I doubt if it makes much difference which type of cap you use. As to 
the manufacturer's quality reputation, at my workplace we have used 
Wima plastic film capacitors for at least 15 years with very good 
success. 


Polyester (mylar) capacitors have slightly higher dielectric losses and 
dielectric storage effects than polypropylene caps, but I doubt the 
difference will be of any consequence in BA receivers, which expected 
to see paper caps (horriblem even when new!) The maximum current 
ratings will also not matter. 


The temperature coefficient of capacitance of polyester caps is fairly 
small (maybe less than 100 ppm/deg C) between 0 and 50 deg C but over 
400 pm outside of that range. I don't know why this is so, but that's 
what the measurements say. Polypropylenes have a nice constant tempco 
of about 200 ppm (I forget whether positive or negative) and change 

less due to soldering heat. Unless you were building audio filters 

with them, you'd never know the difference. BTW, polycarbonates have 


very much the same tempco but of opposite sign, so you can use series 
or parallel combinations of these to to make very low tempco 
capacitors. 


I myself use the (probably far eastern origin) yellow wrap and fill 
polyesters that Antique sells with great success. They are a little 
smaller than the Spragues and cheaper as well, and neither I nor San 
Francisco's old radio repair shop have ever had one fail in service. 


As to resistors, the only concern is that modern film resistors are 
slightly inductive becaseu they have a spiral cut to increase the 
rsisitance. Someone once posted a measurement that indicated that up to 
30 MHz this was a non-issue, and it certainly would be irrrelevant for 
any value over a few hundred ohms. Th only place I ever worried was in 
the FM front end of a Zentih 700 T/O (sand state, yes, I know...) and 
it was a 91 ohm unbypassed resistor. I found a composition replacement 
just out of paranoia. I'd use ‘em and not worry. In the audio 
section, modern resistors have a virtue in that they are far more 
linear (resistnace doesn't vary with applied voltage) than composition 
resistors. Comp resistors can make tenths of a percent (a gross amount 
by my at-work standards) distortion by themselves. 


I hope this helps. The message is: use whichever cap on the list you 
are most content to use and the radio will be fine. I'd also advise 
you to take advantage of the shorter lead lengths to ground made 
possible by the smaller new parts to improve bypassing in the RF and IF 
sections. Minimum loop area is the name of the game.

In terms of *xlooks,*x the rolled-mylar yellow jobs are a close match to 
the originals, and not as "jarring" to my eye. Better still, they're 
axial, so you're not having to contort the leads as required with "orange 
drop" & "greencap" types, or (shudder) disc ceramics. 

Installing ‘em, listen to Hank van Cleef, who's got the straight dope. 


Resistor choices, others have covered better than I could. One 
"gotcha" to look out for is that *metalx film resistors usually have lower 
dissapation ratings than the same physical size carbon-film and carbon 
composition. While they are otherwise "better" (quieter, more stable, 
available in 1% tolerance versions), those factors really don't apply in 
fixing up a good old tube set, which worked FB with and was orginally 
designed to use sloppy composition resistors.

Hello Gang, 


This is likely not news , but rebuilding can caps is something doable without 
great difficulty.... 


I recently had a 2uF 1000V cap that died, and there was no replacements 
to be convieniently had. Looking at the miniscule size of 10uF 450V parts 
these days 

series connecting up three to make a 3uF 1350V unit (with appropriate 
voltage balancing resistors) was no great trick. Sleeved inside a 

large diameter heat shrink tube, all fits in the original can easily. 


It's a bit of a mess cleaning the oil out of the can, (I was careful not 
to get it all over me.... ) but uncrimping the can was quite easy with about 
10 minuites of time and a sharp set of side cutters to unroll the crimp. 


I've heard of doing this (Frontier no longer offers this service) but have 
never tried it, thinking it a daunting process. Upon actually trying it, 
I found it quite easy. I'm left with a nice replacement cap that looks 
identical to the original....
